Year-round 
school schedule 
OK’d for county

The Coffee County school 
System has adopted a modified 
year-round calendar for the 1998-99 
school year. 

Superintendent Rodger Bowden 
commented, “I believe that we have 
the best working calendar that I’ve 
seen. 

“We have scheduled breaks 
throughout the year which we 
believe will eliminate teacher and 
student burnout.” 

The calendar running from 
August 3, 1998, to June 4, 1999, 
allows a week out in October begin- 
ning with Columbus Day, another 
week during the week of 
Thanksgiving in November, three 
week at Christmas, and two weeks 
for Spring break. 


The calendar committee was 
headed by Dr. Linda Ingram, princi- 
pal of Zion Chapel High School, 
and consisted of representatives 
from throughout the system. 

Calendars being used by several 
other school systems were looked at 
by the committee before one for 
Coffee County was decided upon. 

Last Thursday evening, county 
board members unanimously adopt- 
ed the recommended calendar. 

In other matters of business, the 
superintendent reported that all the 
building projects at the county’s 
schools were complete and that the 
new classrooms were constructed at 
a cost of $22 per square foot. 

Bowden also stated that begin- 
ning May 1, all open positions or 
possible openings will be advertised 
using the local media.

[his was on the wall behind the desk of the late Probate Judge J. O. English 
when we first moved to Elba all those many years ago. It has never been 
more appropriate to Elba citizens than right now. While we are feeling low 
and dealing with the muddy aftermath of the March 8th flood waters, peo- 
ple in Jefferson County, Ala., (and in parts of Georgia) are attending multi 
ple funerals for the victims of the April Sth tornados which cut a path across 
North Alabama. An emergency management official who has been in Elba 
since the flood visited the scene last Thursday, He came back Friday morn 
ing to move their equipment to Jefferson County and said the tornado scene 
was the worst he had ever seen, 
’ 

The local Assembly of God church is sending a van load of supplies to the 
tornado victims, along with a sizeable monetary donation. Itis their expres- 
sion of love for their fellow human beings. This gift should be especially 
appreciated, as many of the members of that church had (have) personal 
problems which started on Sunday morning, March 8th. 


Last week when the tornados were making their mark, the warnings were 
issued in this area also. Things got awful dark, the street lights came on, etc, 
but we were spared additional damage and deaths. During the arguments 
about prayer in schools, the standing joke is, “As long as you have tests, stu- 
dents will pray.” Well, Elba students didn’t wait for tests. During the torna- 
do alert students at Elba High School prayed openly. The report is that as 
students filed into the hallway for cover during the first alert, one student 
started reciting the Lord’s Prayer. The action was picked up by others and 
soon it seemed the entire student body was praying in unison. By the time 
of the second alert at noon, the students didn’t wait for someone else to start 
the prayer, they all just started. Reportedly, it was a very moving situation 
for the students involved and for sure it was inspiring to those of us who 
have heard about it later. 


It sounds innovative and we hope it is successful. The Big/Little “on the 
hill” is planning a gigantic truckload sale of frozen foods this Friday. They 
hope this will help Elba people restock their freezers following the flood. Of 
course it will not be restricted to flood victims and will be a great time to 
buy some groceries not otherwise available in Elba at this time. You can get 
a grocery list blank with all the items and prices listed if you, or a group, 
wants to plan your purchases. Just go to either of the Elba Big/Little stores 
this week and ask. for the shopping list, or just read their ad in The Elba 
Clipper this week. 


There continue to be immature minds in adult bodies. That has probably 
been a fact of life from the beginning of humanity on earth. Last week dur- 
ing an Easter egg hunt at Daytona Beach, Fla.,, some of the above described 
adult bodies in a group of 5,000 people trampled on little children in their 
misguided effort to be first at a pile of artificial, candy-filled eggs. It would 
be real nice if those nuts could be be turned loose (or maybe tied down) in 
front of a herd of wild elephants on a rampage. 


We don’t have problems. Put yourself in the shoes of the Ohio woman who 
got a bill from the IRS last week demanding $270 billion in back taxes ... 
in three installments. A quick call to the IRS reportedly got the following 
response ... yep, you owe it! At last report the woman had hired a tax attor- 
ney because neither she nor her accountant could get anyone at IRS to dis- 
cuss the matter except to tell her “pay it.” 


The debate over reform of the Social Security system is heating up and 
moving toward changes. Different experts advocate privatization of the sys- 
tem, increased taxes, raising the retirement age, cutting SS benefits for you 
rich folks, changing the cost-of-living increases, etc. It is pretty obvious that 
changes of some sort are necessary, and soon. It is a bit scarry as we find 
ourselves agreeing with that liberal U. S. senator from New York, Daniel 
Patrick Moynihan, but it has happened. He advocates a plan which will 
encompass the free market investing but at the same time preserve the basic 
structure of the Social Security system. Moynihan’s plan would allow some 
private investments (up to 2 percent of income), increase retirement age 
gradually, modify cost-of-living adjustments and even increase payroll 
taxes ... beginning in 2025. The retirement age would reach 70 for those 
kids not born yet (in the year 2073). His proposal needs to be seriously con- 
sidered by our lawmakers and their number-crunching assistants because it 
just might work,

From law enforcement to show- 
case gardening might sound like a 
strange turn of events for some peo- 
ple. But not for Cliff Donaldson, one 
of Coffee County’s finest examples 
of picture-perfect vegetable garden- 
ing. 

“When he plants his garden,” one 
friend recently remarked, “you had 
better just jump back out of the way 
and watch it grow.” After listening 
to admirers, and after talking with 
the retired law enforcement officer 
myself, Um convinced — that 
Donaldson grows everything in his 
garden that can possibly grow here 
in southeast Alabama. Except 
weeds. 

Donaldson lives in an engaging 
brick home situated on a well-mani- 
cured landscape just south of New 
Brockton on Highway 84. He plants 
about eight acres in Bahia grass and 
cover each year for his cows. But, 
for himself and the many other ben- 
eficiaries of his garden, he tends to 
about one and a half acres purely for 
vegetables. A variety of fruit trees 
are also scattered around the proper- 
ty. 

The expert gardener was born in 
Coffee County and farmed a lot as a 
youth here and in Florida. But, it 
was later in California that he pur- 
sued a career in law enforcement 
and eventually retired in 1984. In 
1992, unable to buy the land he 
wanted at a reasonable price in 
California, it was back to Coffee 
County where he could garden and 
enjoy his retirement years. 

I reported that he grows just about 
everything. That’s not quite true. 

“T don’t fool much with Irish pota- 
toes,” the tall, muscular gardener 
admitted. “But I do like to grow 
sweet potatoes. I once had a sweet 
potato that weighed 11 pounds and it 
didn’t even crack. We plant them as 
late as possible, usually in May, and 
pick them as early as we can, like in 
August,” Donaldson explained, “We 
also grow a lot of watermelon.” 


Another favorite is rutabegas. 
Rutabegas are nof found much any 
more in a typical home garden, But, 
Donaldson likes them and plants 
seed in November, rather than using 
transplants. Then he thins the young 
seedlings to at least six inches. 

“We like them young, about as big 
as a hen’s egg,” he told me, “They 
look about like a turnip and taste a 
lot like turnips.” 

Of course, I asked my host the 
usual question about how he plants 
tomatoes. 

“IT lay them down,” he replied. “I 
think they end up with a better root 
system that way and they stand up 
better. I like to use a good compost 
on transplants, bit no fertilizer at 
first. Then,” he added, “I will use 
some triple eight for a side dressing 
later on.” 

Does the Donaldson family eat all 
the vegetables that they grow? No 
way! 

“We give away about 80 percent 
of what we grow,” he said with a big 
grin. “My wife and I just like the 
garden and we will always have 
vegetables even if we can’t use them 
all ourselves. Besides,” he contin- 
ued, “it’s good for the soil. I believe 
the soil will deteriorate if you don’t 
grow things in it.” 

And then, there’s the togetherness 
that he and Miss Doris enjoy. 

“We walk together out in the gar- 
den every day, except Sunday. We 
just enjoy it. Finally, we said we 
weren't going to do any work in the 
garden on Saturdays and Sundays. 
But, the first thing you know we 
were out there on Saturdays too,” he 
confessed. “But we still don’t work 
in the garden on Sundays.” 

“Any advice for the beginning 
gardeners from an old pro?” I asked. 

“Tell them to make sure they 
don’t have a lot else to do if they are 
going to have a big garden,” he 
answered. “There's a lot of chores to 
do and it can become a full-time 
job.” 

“But,” he added, “it’s fun for us 
and we enjoy doing it.”

Chief suspends

An investigation by the Alabama 
Bureau of Investigation (ABI) has 
resulted in the arrest of an Elba 
police officer. 

Michael Patrick, 44, of 333 Plant 
Ave., Elba, AL, has been arrested 
and charged with two counts of theft 
by deception - a misdemeanor. 

The 15-year veteran in law 
enforcement turned himself in to the 
Coffee County Sheriff's Department 
last Thursday where he was arrest- 
ed. 

Patrick, after being processed into 
jail, was released on a $500 bond on 
each charge. His initial court 
appearance has been set for May 5, 
1998, in Elba. 


Several weeks ago a complaint 
was filed against Patrick by Banny 
Cooper, owner of Elba Pawn & 
Gun. 

After an initial investigation of 
the complaint by the Elba Police 
Department, the matter was turned 
over to the ABI so as to prevent any 
conflict of interest. 

According to Elba Police Chief 
R. W. “Ronnie” Whitworth, Patrick 
has been suspended without pay 
from the Elba Police Department. 

It will be up to the Elba City 
Council whether to continue or end 
Patrick’s suspension, or to terminate 
him from the police force. 

Chief Whitworth also discounted 
the rumor of an investigation into 
the Elba Police Department by the 
Alabama Ethics Commission. 

The chief declined any further 
comment on the charges against 
Officer Patrick saying that it is still 
an ongoing investigation.

Those not having insurance are 
dealing with state and federal 
} agencies (AEMA, FEMA and 
| SBA) in getting help to rebuild, 
) while others deal with their insur- 
ance company. 

There have been incidents where 
} business owners and homeowners 
| have been pleased with the 
} response of their insurance compa" 
' nies while others have not. 

There is a company - I.C.C.

“Being victimized by a major
